In the 25 years since the first edition of this book was prepared two 
editions have been published and met with great success. This third 
edition incorporates in the notes the decisions since 1909, when the 
second edition was published. There has been very little change 
from the plan adopted by Mr. Tiffany in the first edition, as far as 
the text is concerned, except in the chapter on Marriage and on the 
Legitimacy and Adoption of Children, which bring the law up to date 
as to these matters. The Workman's Compensation Act has been 
treated at no great length except in the section dealing with Master's 
Liability for Injuries to the Servant. As is the case with nearly all 
of these hankbook series, the work is remarkably well done, and 
whilst admirable for the student, we have always found them a 
splendid starting point for every subject on which they treat.

men of the whole world.
